ing to recreate even the simplest 
organism is the amount of genet- 
ic information,” stated 
Woodward in a press release. 
“There are about four billion 
units of information in a single 
cell and we need all four billion 


‘to make an individual. Ancient 


DNA, even DNA that is just a 
few thousand years old, is broken 
into parts about 100 units long.” 
DNA, or deoxyribonucleic 
acid, fs the chemical molecule 
that contains the genetic code for 


a species. The gene sequences 
obtained from the bone frag- 
ments are only a small part of 
one gene in what is known as the 
mitochondria of a_ cell, 
Woodward said. 

A major concern with the 
research was to not contaminate 
the samples, Woodward said.

given to other laboratories so that 
more research can be done that 
will provide verification for their 
research.

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Proposition 187 
compels foes to 
threat a boycott 
of California

SAN DIEGO — From boxers 
to businessmen, foreign and 
U.S. groups are threatening to 
boycott California over its anti- 
immigrant Proposition 187. 

The Republicans, on the other 
hand, have put San Diego at the 
top of their list as a possible site 
for their 1996 national conven- 
tion. 

And some state officials are 


predicting the threats may never 


result in full-scale boycotts. 
“The argument we make to 
Latino groups is that it harms 
the Latinos they profess to want 
to help. Boycotts don’t help 


anyone. They end up hurting 


people,” said Sean Walsh, a 
spokesman for Gov. Pete 
Wilson, a Republican and strong 
supporter of the new immigra- 
tion law. 

So far, activists in Texas, 
Arizona and Colorado have 
called for boycotts of California 
businesses. And the World 
Boxing Council, based in 
Mexico City, is refusing to par- 
ticipate in any world title fights 
in California for four months to 
protest the measure. 

Proposition 187, approved by 
the voters last week, would deny 
schooling, welfare and non- 


emergency health care to illegal . 


immigrants. It has been blocked 
by legal challenges. 

Despite the state’s assurances, 
some California business people 
are jittery because of the boycott 
threats. 

“If it becomes fashionable, 
which apparently it is, it could 
have a tremendous conse- 
quence,” said Ernesto Grijalva, 
a trade relations expert for the 
Greater San Diego Chamber of 
Commerce. 

_ Part of his concern is for the 
grocery, clothing and electronics 
stores along San Diego's south- 


| ern edge and in its malls down- 
town, all heavily dependent on. 


middle-class shoppers who cross 
each day from Tijuana, Mexico. 

“We understand there’s an 
emotional reaction to 
Proposition 187, but two wrongs 
don’t make a right and that’s

According to the study, unmarried, poor men are 
more than eight times as likely to die accidental or 
violent deaths than their married, financially stable 
counterparts. 

The risk of death from other causes, such as heart 
disease and cancer, is also exacerbated by poverty 
and single status. : 

The cancer rate among poor, single men is 2 1/2 
hese two factors can work together, putting times greater than that of wealthy, married men, the 
cially challenged, unmarried men in double _ study shows. 

This does not necessarily indicate that the marital 
status and socioeconomic factors combine to form 
an even greater risk of cancer. Instead, the results 
may suggest these factors work independently to 
increase the risk of cancer. : 

In addition, the risk of heart disease is 3 1/2 times 


greater for poor, unmarried men. 

Although poor, unmarried women also suffer a 
greater relative risk of death, the correlation is 
decidedly stronger among men. For women, the risk 
is only | 3/4 times as great. . 

However, in terms of life expectancy, women 
benefit less from marriage than do men. 

Smith and Waitzman said a lot of literature sug- 
gests there is “a direct relationship between marital . 
status and risk-taking behavior.” 

Studies conducted in the 1980s concluded -“both 
_married men and married women engage in fewer 
risky behaviors and generally live more orderly, 

healthful lifestyles.” ; 

Men may benefit more from the partnership, since 
“wives tend to impose healthier medical regimens 
and eating habits, on their husbands while also dis- 
suading the use of alcohol and drugs,” the study 
said.

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Man charged with trying to kill Clinton 


WASHINGTON — The. Colorado man accused of an assault-rifle attack on 
the White House last month was indicted Thursday on a new charge of trying to 
assassinate President Clinton. Francisco Martin Duran, who pleaded innocent, 
could face a life sentence if convicted. ° 

U.S. Attorney Eric Holder said prosecutors plan to prove that Duran intended 
to kill the president when he allegedly fired about 29 rounds from a semiauto- 
matic rifle at the White House from a public sidewalk. 

Duran did not speak during his arraignment before U.S. District Judge 
Charles R. Richey. Public defender Leigh A. Kenny entered the plea on his 
behalf. 

Prosecutors filed court papers asking Duran’s lawyers to disclose whether 
they plan to assert an insanity defense. Richey gave Duran’s lawyers until 
Monday to reply. 

The judge did not immediately rule on a request by The Washington Post, 
The New York Times and NBC television that he release a letter written by 
Duran that was the basis for a government-requested competency examination 
of the defendant. 


Utah House Speaker Rob Bishop to resign 


SALT LAKE CITY — Utah House Speaker Rob Bishop will resign in early 
December to allow his replacement to get an early start. 

Bishop decided not to run for another term after 16 years in ihe House. He 
will prepare for a career as a lobbyist while Speaker-elect Mel Brown of 
Midvale settles into his Capitol office. 

Bishop’s seat was won by Republican Peter Knudson, the former Brigham 
City mayor. 

Bishop, R-Brigham City, said he’ll take a leave from his Box Elder High 
School teaching assignments, giving him time to accept a job representing one 
or two clients in the 1995 Legislature. 

Brown was elected as speaker during a secret caucus vote last week. The new 
majority leader will be Christine Fox of Lehi. 


Centrists warn Clinton to change or be retired 


WASHINGTON — Armed with evidence that independent voters equate 
President Clinton with big government, Clinton’s onetime friends in, the 
Democratic Leadership Council warned Thursday. that he better change his 
ways or prepare for retirement. 

“This election said the New Deal Coalition is Humpty Dumpty and it isn’t 
going to get put back together again,” DLC President Al From said in releasing 
a study that showed the growing bloc of independent voters had a bleak view of 
Clinton and the Democratic Party. 

Clinton led the centrist council before running for president. 

The research, a national poll and interviews with two focus groups immedi- 
ately after the midterm elections, indicated independent voters went to the polls 
to deliver an unequivocal rejection of Democratic governance and, by exten- 
sion, the first two years of Clinton’s term.

This 
is typical of Soviet education, he said. 

“These good folks in Ukraine don’t 
understand how markets work,” 
Holsinger said. 

Ukraine will introduce a mandatory 
course in market economics to help 
resolve this problem. 

Mozambique’s education system is 
in poor condition because the country 


recently ended 20 years of. civil war ° 


with a multi-party election. Holsinger 
said. 

Mozambique is distinguished as 
being. the poorest country in the 
world.

“Nothing works in situations of civil 
war,’ Holsinger said. 

Mozambique has one university, 
which some economists say should be 
closed, Holsinger said. 

“You have to have higher education, 
if for no other reason, to provide pri- 
mary and secondary teachers,” he 
said. 

“If things go the way I expect in 
Mozambique, the World Bank will be 
putting a lot of money into higher 
education in a short time.”

Fitzpatrick, director of the Tobacco

“Although Utah has one of the low- 
est cancer rates in the nation, there is 
still a problem with cigarettes and 
smokeless tobacco. This problem 
needs to be worked on until it is 
reduced,” she said. 

The Nicotine Patch Project requires 
participants to attend the American 
Cancer Society’s FreshStart behav- 
ioral modification classes to qualify 
for the nicotine patches. 

These classes consist of six one- 
hour sessions held during a six-week 
period starting in January. 

American Cancer Society research 
reveals that use of nicotine patches 
combined with behavior modification 
classes are 80 percent effective. 

“FreshStart is a realistic program 


’ which helps smokers quit. The pro- 


gram helps participants understand 
and deal with smoking as a chemical 
addiction, as a habit and as a psycho- ° 
logical dependency,’ Marr said. 
Women eligible for the program 


must be heavy smokers and be 
between 18 and 44 years old. 

The women must be able to attend 
all six classes and cannot be pregnant 
or nursing. 

The patch can be harmful to preg- 
nant or nursing mothers, Fitzpatrick 
said. 

Women will receive reduced-cost 
patches and will be educated about 
the effects of smoking on the fetus 
and the consequences that exposure to 
cigarette smoke has on children who 
live with the smoker. 

Each year in Utah 3,000 nonsmok- 
ers die of lung cancer from second- 
hand tobacco smoke.-A nonsmoker 


living with a smoker has a 30 percent - 


greater chance of getting cancer from 
the second hand smoke than the 
smoker, Marr said. 

The American Cancer Society has 
launched the Nicotine Patch Project in 
their fight against cancer. 

“If we never learned another thing in 
the laboratory about what causes can- 
cer, we could still reduce cancer 
deaths by perhaps as much as two 
thirds if only the full power of what 
we already know about prevention

The panel discussion “Is There 
Gender Equity in the Courtroom,” 
sponsored by the University of Utah 
Women’s Resource Center and the 
National, Organization of Women, 
brought up the issue of inappropriate 
treatment of women in courtrooms 
and highlighted two pending com- 
plaints against Third District Judge 
David Young. 

“This whole society is based on a 
faith and a respect for the judicial sys- 
tem. We think that ultimately, if we go 
through the process, that right is 
going to be done — but not necessari- 
ly if you are a female in Utah,” said 
Mary Coelho, a discussion panelist. 

Coelho and Alicia Larson, another 
panelist, have both filed complaints 
with the Judicial Conduct 
Commission concerning alleged sex- 
ist rulings, intimidating behavior and 
threats they encountered in court 
cases presided over by Young. 

In the December issue of Redbook 
magazine, Young will be named in a 
list of the United States most sexist 
judges. 

In a child custody case, Larson was 
told by Judge Young that in order for 
her to retain ‘custody of her three chil- 
dren she must not move. to Oregon, as 
she had planned, and she must remain 
a resident of Summit County. 

In addition, Young told Larson she 
was religiously incompatible with her 
children because she was no longer 
active in The Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter-day Saints. : 

“T walked into the judicial system 
feeling confident. ... I walked out with 
a real knowledge of what prejudice is, 
of what it means to not be heard, of 
what it means to speak and have no 
voice, because nothing I said that day 
was reflected in his ruling,’ Larson 
said. 

Larson is not alone in finding Young 
“threatening and condescending.” 
Although she did not discuss specific 
details of the case she was involved

in, Coelho said, “(Young) promised 
he would make my life so miserable.” 

‘With the publicity of Young’s 
allegedly inappropriate behavior, an 
additional 35 women have come for- 
ward with complaints of their own 
concerning the judge’s behavior and 
rulings, Coelho said. 

“Two thirds of them are much worse 
than Alicia’s or mine,” Coelho said. 

The complaints are among those 
that have increased the awareness of 
the misconduct displayed by some 
judges toward women. 

“Right now there is no gender equi- 
ty in the courtroom,” said Jerry Hill, 
another panelist. 

As an attorney, Hill has experienced 
a number of situations which have led 
her to believe that women are not 
treated equally in the courtroom. 

“If you are a woman in a Utah 
courtroom, you have to be extremely 
aggressive, not just assertive. You 
have to stand up and constantly get 
your points in, or the case will be over 
before you've been able to say any- 
thing,” Hill said. 

In 1990, a number of recommenda- 
tions were made by the Utah Task 
Force on Gender Injustice, including 
requiring law professors to integrate 
instruction concerning inappropriate 
gender-related conduct into classes 
and amending the- code of judicial 
conduct to direct judges not to engage 
in any biased conduct, including gen- 
der-related conduct. However, none of 
them have been done, Hill said., 

No one was available for comment 
at the BYU Law School when the 
Universe tried to clarify the issue. 

In the past, filing a complaint has 
been ineffective, Coelho said. 

“We’ve had a Judicial Conduct 
Commission for a while, and we’ve 
had Young for a while, and there have 
been other judges before him that 
while not as flagrant as he is, certain- 
ly don’t dish out equal justice,” she 
said. 

Coelho added that she feels this will 
change. 

“Right now I believe the makeup of 
the commission is such that they want 
to do something, but it is completely 
because of the political pressure that 
we’ve put on them,” she said.

and early detection were applied uni- 
versally,” said Richard Frame, MD, 
president of the Utah division of the 
American Cancer Society. 

The American Cancer Society also 
has separate programs to help preg- 
nant women and girls under 18 to quit 
smoking. 

Pregnant and nursing mothers can 
attend the FreshStart behavior modifi- 
cation classes at no charge, Marr said.

“The rivalry has always been great, but BYU back in 
those days was always beat,” said Ben Lewis, a Provo resi- 
dent whose brother Georkee helped care for the new cubs 
and establish the cougar as the official BYU mascot. 

“A lot of the students don’t know anything about how the 
cougars came into being,” Lewis said, explaining how his 
brother pushed to make the cougar a symbol of campus 
pride and a unifying force to the football team. 

Lewis said until the early ’40s BYU’s football team was 
comparatively weak. 

“Back in those years BYU was always beat by Utah, and 
by everybody else,” Lewis said.
